. ..(cont. from page 5), I will be using a different name for D.W.'s list 
of game openings. Be that as it may, DIPLOMACY WORLD will resume the 
independent compilation and publication of game openings, just as we did 
under Walt Buchanan and Conrad Von Metzke. 

I am urging all GMs to keep current in both lists. I don't know what 
purpose will be served by listing with Sacks, since the novice pipeline 
is served by our list. However, perhaps he has some coverage that we don't. 
It won't hurt to stay current with him as well. I doubt he will send us a 
copy of his listing, although he will continue to receive ours so long 
as he is mentioned in it. 

If Sacks sends you a copy of his list, and you wish to send it on 
to me, I would like to see it, just as a double-check on the info we have. 
If he threatens people who update with our list with reprisals, I def- 
initely would like to know about that. Bob may declare that there is only 
room in the hobby for one such list. Ordinarily I would agree. But what 
we have at the moment is an honest list (ours) and one of questionable 
integrity (his) . 

Combining these two lists back into a single one is possible, but 
only if Sacks agrees to certain minimum conditions. First, he must accept 
DW's proprietary interest in the game openings list. Second, he must pro- 

,vi"; adequate guarantees against any repetition of his arbitrary 
and discriminatory action against Del Grande. Third, he must cease put- 
ting political editorials and commentary in the list. 

It has been my experience over the years, that Sacks will not coop- 
erate with, nor provide information to, people who oppose his schemes, 
intricate political schemes. I am therefore disinclined to put myself in 
a position where I will have to be involved with him. I therefore regard 
the conditions above as absolutely minimal (and I have others which might 
be negotiable) and I will not compromise them. 

Anyone who wishes to mediate the situation is welcome to try. My 
own preference is to make any resolution of this problem part of a gen- 
eral resolution of numerous grievances I have regarding Sacks, including 
his long-standing refusal to provide information repeatedly requested by 
NAVB. Under no circumstances will I enter into direct communication with 
himi I have for the last time endured the frustrations of evasive, crabbed, 
rude, and imperious little notes full of self-serving distortions of 
fact and outright lies. Frankly* if I never hear from Sacks again, I 
will be content. I have tried to work with him for years, something his 
methods and attitude have rendered fruitless and ultimately impossible. 
I would have gladly maintained the KGO/t>W connection if Sacks had not 
blatantly continued to use it as a political soapbox despite objections 
and had he not removed a name from the list on the basis of charges he 
had not even communicated to the 'acoused' , much less investigated and 
substantiated.
